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MORE "EMICftCENCV LEGISLATION 
We till realize Hint a stiilp of war emerRrncy 
demands certain laws nnd priictlces wlilch 
are expedient anrt necessary In .success till ac- 
tion, even though they wo\ilcl not bo aflked 
or aHowcd in poacetlnio, Bii! the term "war 
emergency" has bpcn Invoked In our present 
congress on several occn.ilons a.s an excuse 
tor measure,? whose pa.waKe could scarcely 
aflect the war one way or the other, and 
."■whose provisions are ol debatable merit, to 
say the lenjtj Jhc bills to Bubsldizo the public 
schools and[,thD public press arc two that 
come readily to mind. But the latest one, the 
so-called Ellentier bill, tops them nil. 

This bin has to do with the tire business, 
and was IntrocTuced- In the senate by the 
junior senator from Louisiana, on behalf of 
the committee studying small business prob 

■ lems. It would prohibit all but Independent 
dealers from selling new. rebuilt or recapped 
tires (except when they are part ot an niitO' 

— mobile purchase), nnd from recapping 
fiorvlclng Urea. This would put out ol busr 
ncsa all retail tire storea pperated by tire 
manufacturers, and would forbid the sale of 
tires by gasoline stations and by any persoo 
: or organization owning or controlling 10 peh 
cent of a tire nianufncturing corporation, 

The original ejtcuse for all this was the 
Jear that Independent dealers m^nht be (orced 
out of 'bualnesa by the shortage of new tires. 
But In the past year the Independents have 
done about EG per cent ol the 5G10 million 
- tire business. Of the rest, the so-called •'mass 
distributors," mail-order houses and big nuto 
aupply retailers, did 34 per cent, and the com- 
pany-owned stores and Illling stations did the 
remaining 10 per eent. 

Company atores have been charROd with 
. price cutting and unfair competition. The 

■ company stores hold that auch Instances are 
. only healthy competition, and that if they 

had been cutting their opposition's throat, 
their volume of business would have been In- 
creased rather than declined. 

But true or false.' the Eliender bill la not 
the solution. If competitors can bo legislated 
out of business and manufacturers prohibited 
trom retailing their own products, then the 
■ country's business future Is extromenly cha- 
otic. Independent retailers of automobiles, 
clothing, dairy products, radios and many 
more Items could press for application of the 
same law In their owh cases. 

The United States auprcmOjCourt has ruled 

■ that a prime test of monopoly la whether or 
not the public Is Injured. The public has not 
.complained about the company-owned tire 
stores. Rather, the Eliender bill la the out- 
■■come of probably well-meaning, but certainly 
short-sighted; efforts to help "small busi- 
ness," 

Tho whole tire business Is In enough 'ol a 
mess now without adding to It. And the post- 
. war olitlook for buslnfss Is serious enough 
■without the confusion and stifling of Initia- 
tive and opportunity that a general applica- 
tion of this legislation would Invite. It Is to 
be hoped that the senate banKing and cur- 
rency committee will forget the Eliender bill, 
swiftly and completely.
